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I The late good ſucceſſe and viftorie, which 
it pleaſed G © Þ to giue to ſome of the King of 
Bohemia's forces, vnder thecondudt of the Prince . 
of ANualT,Gcnerall fer the ſaid King, again(i 
the two great Generalls of the Emperour, By c- 
Qavoryand DAMPIERE, atchicued neare 
Horne in Anuitria. 


He Emperor Ferdinand vn- 
derſtanding, that an aſſem- 
bly generall of the States of 
Bobemis, was to bee holden 
in Prague , by the comman- 
dement of his Maicſtie, de- 
termined to doe the like at Budwies , to 
hinder, or at the leaſt to cut off the pro- 
ic of that aſſembly ; and the better to ex- 
ecute his diſſignes , which wetc, that after 
hehad ioyned the forces with the Earle of 
Bucquoy, Generall of the Imperiall Armic, 
and Dampiere , with thoſc that were at 
Budwies , with fire and ſword to perſecuite 
al the States that ſhould not appeare Here, 
and alſo to belicge the Towne of Prague, 
tothe which end the ſaid Armies of Buc- 
fuy and Dampiere, marched forward,with 
intent, as they paſt along, to make them- 
ſelues maſters of Horne , and the Caſtle of 
Echenberg , places necrely ſituated one = 
3 enc 


the other , bur as they were ready to aſaile 
the Caſtle, the States of that Prouince,con- 
ſidering , that the raking of it would bee 
much preiudiciall ro their proceedings and 
affaires, and great aduantage to their ene- 
mics, delired the Prince of Anbalt , Gene- 
rall for the Kivrg of Bobemia, ſpecdi!y to 
relecue and ſuccour the ſaid Caftle. Who 
although the doing thereof was very dan- 
gerous, in regard that tire Emperours for. 
ces weree much more in number then the 
Bobemuans , neuvertheleſſe it was thovght 
00d/, and reſolued vpon, not to {:ﬀer 
| nr to ſet forward towards Budwe.:. 
And to that end the Prince of Anhalt mar- 
ched towards that place with his Armie, 
and the next night enſuing , the Moruan 
rroupes came thither, as alſo the Regiment 
of Sallern, who (although they were weary 
with marching) neuertheleſſe {ware and 
proteſted, to hold firmely and ſtrong]y al- 
together, vntill the laſt drop of bloudn 
their bodies were ſhead. The two Armies 
ranged themſelues in order of battaile,cacd 
of them ready to doe the beſt they could to 
ouerthrow their enemies, The Eatle of 
Bucquoy vicd a firatagem, to make (hes 
thathe had great ſiore of Artillery, cauling 
great 


oreat bodies of Trees to beefet vpon Car? 


rages like Canons , which at the firſt fghr 
ibaſhed the Bobemian. Horſe-men. Bur ha- 
uing found out the Stratageme by going 
ſomewhat neere, they aſlayled and ſer vpon 
the Enemy couragioully, | 

The Prince of Anbalt alfo vicd a certiine 
light, cauſing his Artillerie to be laden full 
of Harquebus Bullets, which ſtood behind 
the Horſemen, who were appointed, after 


they had ſetvpon the Enemy,ſuddenly to 9- 


pen their rankes in the middle, iuſt befoge . 


the Enemy ,” which by a figne giuen , was 


ſheedily executed.In ſuch maner,that all the 
Pieces, both Chambers and great Ordinance 
being furiouſly diſcharged alrogether,made. 


zgreat hauock among the Enemies Horle- 
men, and forced their Armie to retyre into 
1Wood, whereupon the Prince of Anhalt, 
perceiuing ſome aduantage,planted his Ar- 
llery vpon the Hils , and did in ſuclt man- 
ter play vpon the Encmie , that hee made 
them by force to leaue the Wood , and ar 
tteir comming out from thence , purſued 
lem ſo hotly , that they were conſtrayned 
to flye, and to ſaue themſelues in Crembs,a 
Towne ſtanding about fifteene Engliſh 
liles diſtant from thence. T he fight _ 

the 


the purſuit conrinued five daies and five 
nights, that is, from the firſt of Marcb, vn. 
till the fift of the ſame Moneth, according 
to the report made by the Priſoners,and the 
Letters ſent by thoſe of the Emperors (ide, 
bearing date in Vienna, the fift of March. 
They loſt aboue two thouſand men, mo! of 
them Coſaques and Polonians , and many 
thouſand Bullets for Artilery , Munition, 
Bagage, and a great number of Horſes that 
were taken and led away. 

The Generall cf the Coſaques, his Lieu- 
tenant, and diuers other Captaincs and Of- 
ficers were {laine in the Field, and left dead 
in the place, and among the reſt, tic Ser- 
iant Mazor of the Armie, for whome Buc- 
quoy was much grieued. 

The Earle of Dampieres Horſe was (laine 
vnder him by the Artillery,and in the place 
where the Horſe was found to bee ſtricken, 
there WAS an apparant ſhew, that cither the 
ſaid Earle had his legge ſtrooken off, orat 
leaſt ſore hurt, In that fight the Bohemians 
loſt but a hundred men, and ſome hurt. 

Vpon the report of that good Newes, 
thankes was generally giuen vnto God ind 
Churches, and certaine dayes of Prayc! 


appointed,to beſcech God to continue ſuch 
hap- 


happy ſucceſſe, for the honour of his Name, 
and the good of the people. Burquoy was 
ſo much grieued at that his finiſter acci- 
dent, that for chree dayes together, hee 
would ſpeake tono man. 

The Prince of Anhals is ſhortly to march 
towards C'rembs, there to awake him. There 
is Munition and Artillery ſent into the 
Towne to fortific it, for they are in feare to 
be beſieged. Eo 

V.enna alſo feareth to be befieged,for the 
Emperour (being now there) is in great 
doubt thereof, and hath encreaſcd his Gar- 
rilon,commanded that all the Houſes that 
are within fix hundred paces of the Towne 
ſhall be beaten downe, which will vndoe, 
and by conſequence cauſe many hundreds 
of poore peopleto crtie out. 

There are aboue ſcuen hundred men ſent 
into the Woods ro cut downe Trees to 
make walles of defence of Earth, and to 
fellnew Bulwarkes that are made there. All 
the Milles there-abouts are appointed to 
grinde as much Corneas they can, and to 
bring all the Mcale intgthe Towne. They 
alſo make great prouzſion of Wine, and 0- 
ther Vicuals. | 

That which putteth them moſt in douber 
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is, that they perceiue the Turke to aſſemble 
great forces,and that with the Hungarians, 
he may attempt fome great matter. 

Beiblem Gabor , Prince ot Tranſiluama, 
is ar Caſhaw in Hungaria,and hath granted 
to the Bubemian Ambaſſador, that within « 
moneth, tive and twentic Companies of 
Heyduques, for the ayde of the Confede- 
/ Tates ſhall be ſent, 

Hee hath taken the ſtrong Caſtle of Hu- 

nas called leſſene, ſcituared vpon the 
Frontiers of Poloma : the Noble. men 
are much diſcontented thefefore , as alſo 
all the Councell : fearing ſor mil- 
chicfc will thereby fall vpon their Country, 
and therefore are more dcfirous then euer 
they were,to haue a generall mecting about 
Eaſter next enſuing. 

They require that the Co/aques, and all 
the reſt of the Souldiers ſhould bee dil- 
charged, 

The King is returned to Warſovie, and 
hath prohibited ypon paine of death, that 


no Money nor ViQuals ſhall be carricd out 
of the Realme. | 


The Archduke, Charles,is yet in Polonta, 
and the Earle of Alhe;m alſo, that would 
gladly come from thence, but he wants m9- 

hey: 


ney :- And Parenbecks Sonne promiſed to 
bring fiue hundred Horſe-men to conuoy 
him ; who marching on the way with them, 
his Souldiers did ſo much miſchictc as they 
paſt along,that the Sonne of the late Chan- 
celor Zamoſchi , (at this time Palatine 
arming himmſcltc with certaine noble Perſo- 
nages , hath ouctthrowne thoſe five hun- 
dred Horſemen. 

The ſaid Earle had entertayned fiuc 
thouſand Coſaques, vpon promile ro giue 
them money, the which after they had ran- 
ged abroad in Hungaria, ſtayed about Cra- 
cou, where they doe ſo much hurt and 
miſchicfe to the poore Countrey people, 
that they have not failed almoſt to make an 
other Rako/ck.In the cnd the King comman- 
ded the Generall, wich his forces, ro march 
towards them , to intreate them by faire 
meanes, or conſtraine them by force to bee 
gone from thence, which he hath done,and 
as many of them as hee findeth, hee cauſerh 


their heads to bee ſtrooken off. Some ſay, 


they goe to ſerve the Emperor, others that 
they. go into Pruſia,in ſuch manner that a!l 
the country is in troublegtor they are a great 


number, and commit greatand wondert.ill 
_ Cruelues. 
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It is true, that the Duke of Saxon ſhew. 
eth himſelfc to bee neuter, and that hee will 
lend no money to neither.party, but that he 
will ſecke all the meancs hee can poſhble to 
pacikie theſe troubles that are now in que- 
ſtion. 

Since the departure of the King of By. 
hemia, to goe to Preſlaw the principal! 
Towne in Sileſia. Tholc of the Reformed 
Churches haue preached in the Caſtle, and 
hauec obtained of the King , the publike cx- 
erciſe of their Religion, as alſo ro vie the 
Caftle Hall, vntill a Church ſhall be giuen 
vnto them. The Prelates of the Catholikes

The Sulefians alſo ſent the King a thou. 
ſand Musketiers,and a hundred Horſemen, 
and doe leauic a thouſand and fiue hundred 
Horſe-men more. The King expeQeth his 


forces, which he cauſeth to be rayſed at his 


. owne charge, that is, a Regiment vnder 


Regnans , Duke of Weymar; a Regiment 
vnder the yong Prince of Anhalt,the Gene- 
rals ſonne; a Regiment of Engliſhmen and 
Scots men, vnder Colonell Gray, a Scot; 
and a thouſand Muſquetiers vnder Colo- 
nell Sutton , a Scot. Bdſides, there are a 
thouſand and rwo hundred Horſe, who arc 
moſt readie. 


The Coſaques forſake the Emperors fer- 


vice by two and three hundred together, 


and flie towards Polonia, but arc purſued 
by the Moraurans and their Allies. 

Since the ouerthrow , the Emperours 
Souldiers baue beene in ſuch a feare , that 
at one time a thouſand of them are come to 
yeold themſelues to the King of Bobemia's 
ſide , making great complaint of their bad 
payment, and of the dearenefle of vicuals. 

The States of Morama have giuen the 
King, two great Signiourtes in proprietic, 
called Nicholas bourg, and Cremſier; and to 
the Queene, Crowpia. 

Fn The 
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The ſeuenteenth of March, the States af. 
ſcmbled,the King himſelfe being perſonally 
conducted rhither by the Princes of Anbalt, 
Saxen-Weynmar , Lunenberg , and others, 
beſides the Prince, and his Maicſttes Bro. 
ther. Before they began to propound the 
cauſe of their aſſembly , his Maicſtic ſpake 
vnto them with great efficacy and zcale, 
wherewith diucrs of them were {o inwardly 
touched that they wept. God bleſle their 
Conſultations. T he States are many in 
number, and there is an appcarance that 
they will proceed to a deſignation. God 
bleſſe their labour. 

The laſt worke of the great Apologicor 
DeduGQion , touching the iuſtitying of the 
cauſe, is almoſtfiniſhed, & will ſoone come 
forth. The Kings of Denmarke , and Swe- 
den, the States of Venice , and divers great 
Princes, giue his Maicſtic the Title of King 
of Bobemia , in ſuch manncr that now 
there wanteth no examples. The Emperor 
is wholly carryed away by extremities, and 
there is an appearance that the Proclamati- 
on of Summons will ſhortly be publiſhed. 
Theſe are violent courles. T he full and true 
intent of the laſt exploit was to goe directly 


igto.Bobemsa, and in the Aſſembly publiſh- 
: ed 


ed to-bee holden in Budweis at the ſame 
time, to ſer diuvifion among the States, and 
to put all the Countrie to fire and ſword, as 
appeareth by the open threatnings againſt 
this Towne of Prague, and all thole that 
oppoſcd themſclues. 

In Vienna they hoped to come to ſome 
end, by meancs of the Truce with Hunga- 
714, wherin they would not hauethe Crown 
of Bobem;a nor the Prouinces thereunto 
annexed, comprehended, contraric to the 
intent and meaning of the Prince and the 
ZzAEs of Hungaria, and of the expreſſe 
draught of the fame Truce; ſeeking falſe 
pretences, With malicious gloſes, and alto- 
gether ſcandalous rouching the true mea- 
ning of the faid Truce, ThePrincehath 
not refrayned to make divers Declarations 
touching the ſame, vnto rhe Emperour, 
thereby manifeſtly ſhewing, that he muſt of 
force be bound x0 aide his Confederates, if 
they be not receiued into and contayned in 
' the Truce : and that if the reft of the Arti- 
cles alſo are not better obſerued : as alſo 
that he ſhall be innocent of the danger, and 
the aduantage which the Turke mighr effeR 
and haue by thoſe occaſions. And among 
- ther conteations & exceptions which the 


Prince 
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Prince of Hurgariaalleageth , one is, thar 
the Emperour, to ſerve his turne againſt 
the confederate Prouinces , hath emtertai- 
ned the Lord of Nadaſi with fixe hundred 
Hungarians,as alſo diuers Coſaques,a thing 
directly contraric to the true fenſc and meas 
ning of the Articles,fpecified inthe Truce, 
which the ſaid Prince alleageth , hee can by 
no meanes indure. And that ſeeing the Em- 
perors forces do not ceaſe from their vio!ct 
courſes afore-ſaid, making no account of 
the ſaid Princes remonftrances, hee thall be 

coftrained from thenceforth to reſoluevpon 

neceſfary remedies, not to abandon his Al- 

lies and Confederates, as his Letter lately 

written to the Prince of Anbalt, his Maie- 

flies Generall, ſuſhciently declareth. The 

ſaid General hauing valiantly repulſed and 

driven backe the Earle of Bucquoy and bis 

Army, vnto the firſt quarter , ſet vpon the 

Towne of Kez, to afſure the paſſage to My- 

rama, and took it by compoſition, cauſing 

the Gariſon therein ( being fiue hundred 

men) to be conuoyed to Crembs, the booty 

In that Towne was great, becauſe the Enc- 

my had there, put great ſtore of pillage, 

which before they had forcibly gotten in 

Moraws, and namcly,therein they found 3 

great 


a great quantitie of Wine, to thenumber 
of tourteence hundred of thoſe Barrels, t!:at 
in the Rhine are called [: ymers. 

The enemies lofle in the encounter paſt, 
is found to be greater then it was eſteemed 
to bee; there were diuers ditches found, 
wherein they had caſt certaine numbers of 
dead Souldiers, betore their retrait. The 
number cannot be lefſe then is before men- 
tioned, two thouſand men {laine,and foure 
hundred and threeſcore priſoners taken : 
The chicte Commanders that were lainc 
are the Colonell of the Coſuques , the Ser- 
icant Mator of the Armie, the Lieutenant 
Colonell of Walfleins Regiment, and o- 
thers. The Prince of Arbals much com 
mendeth the ſingular valour of our Soul- 
diers, that fought moſt conragiouſly, 

Ar this time.his Highneſle holdeth in his 


| Campe all the Souldiers , not,only of Bo- 


hemia and Mor:uia, but alſo of both the 
Auſtria's and thoſe of Sileſia are vpon the 
way tO ioyne with them. Euery day there 
comes great numbers of Souldiers , thar 
leave the Emperours Campe for want of 

payment and vidtua's, 
Three hundred Cofaques alſo are fled 
from them towards their Countrie , who 
C | are 
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are- purſued after by the Morawans. 

It is a moſt falſe flander that the Carho- 
likes are perſecuted by vs, which can neuer 
be proued,for all peaccable Catholikes ſuch 
as linc according to the Lawes and Contc- 
deracic, are maintayned, as for example a- 
mong others, the Chaptre of Canons of 
Bre/l;iw in Sileſia, hauc bad ſo good fatis- 
faction from his Maicſtic,that they haue of- 
fered him a Preſent of 80000. Florins, And 
here there are a great number of Abbayes, 
all maintained and liue in peace,and at Rex. 
ſchin in the Kings reſidence, the Capuch:ns, 
and other Maqnkes frecly ſay Maſle. But in 
other places where they praQtiſe wicked ac 
tions contray to the peace , and the wel- 
fare of the Countrey, (as in Morawia) they 
are puniſhed according to the Lawes. In 
Hung aria the Papifts hane done homage to- 
the Prince of 7ranſiluania, and among 
them the Palatine alſo, and there ſhall bee 
no trouble for Religion. The exerciſe there 
being free, vnto all Catholikes, and Prote- 
fiants of the Confeſſion of Aurburg , or 
of Switzerland, as on the other ſide they 
are diſtinguiſhed : only the Catholique Bi 
ſhops and Prelates are reſtrayned from dca- 
ling with any matgers of State, or from di- 

I: turbing 


ſturbing them as heretofore they have done. 
But whoſocuer will haue Prieſts, and Maſſe 
ſaid,art his owne charges,he may haue them 
readily atall times. 

At this aſſembly the confederations ſhall 
be fully eſtabliſhed, and there ſhall be made 
preparations and orders ſer downe for the 
continuance of the Warre, thereby to ob- 
tayne a good peace; which God of his
